The member who suggested 
depositing poison capsules in the 
dens failed to explain how they 
expected to make the animals 
swalow these capsules in order to 
poison them. Anyone who has ever 
trapped coyotes or wolves could 
very easily tell you that these ani- 
mals are much smarter and sus- 
picious than most humans and are 
harder to exterminate than the 
neighbors’ dogs. 


As for organizing professional 
coyote hunis, if an example of 
this is the people who come from 
the cities every fall hunting ducks 
and invading farms, shooting at 
anything that moves, whether 
friend or foe, well give us the 
coyotes and wolves as they at least 
don’t have guns. 


The provincial government has 
overlooked or dismissed the only 
sensible and practical way of rid- 
ding the country of these pests. 
That is by a bounty substantial 
enough to warrant catching them. 
First of all, the only people who 
are going to catch coyotes and 
wolves to any extent whatever are 
the trappers. For the past two 
years the price of the pelts has 
been so low they are insulting. 

When the price of fur was 
higher there were very few coy- 
otes and wolves menacing the 
farmer’s stock, and killing off the 
big game. 

Get the government to put a 
bounty of $15.00 on wolves and at 
least $5.00 on coyotes and the 
trappers and farmers will do the 
rest. 

As long as the government stalls 
and beats around the bush about 
giving adequate means for ridding 
Alberta of 
deer, moose and caribou there will 
be in the province.

SIR FRANK CHARLES MEARS, P.R.S.A., LL.D., 
F.R.S.E., F-R.LB.A. 


Far beyond the bounds of Scotland, the name of Frank Mears is 
known. It is famous because; its possessor knows more about bounds 
and boundaries than most otuer people. To put it plainly, he is one 
of the world’s great town and country planning experts, and is the 
author of one of the most comprehensive surveys of this kind that has 
ever been done. This report on the planning of the whole of the south- 
eastern quarter of Scotland is a large and very impressive volume, and 
has achieved wide attention in the press in Britain.

Scottish Academy in 1944 


As an instance of his agile mind, it may be recalled that there is a 
Mears Parachute. The young Frank Mears, when the First World War 
broke out, joined the colors, and in the course of his active service 
saw how improvements could be made in the type of parachute then in 
His suggestions were adopted, and his name became associated 
with the new ‘chute’. In the same way, his latest and greatest serigs 
of proposals will be known for many a long year as “the Mears’ 
Report.”

Best Rotations 
For Grey Soils 


The importance of rotating 
crops cannot be over eraphasized, 
particularly in the northern grey- 
wooded soil areas. These soils, 
characterized by their light color, 
poor fibre content, low bacterial 
activity and tendency to bake, 
must be farmed carefully if satis- 
factory yields are to be obtained. 
They may respond to commercial 
fertilizer but the use of legume 
crops will give more lasting im- 
provement, particularly with re- 
spect to the physical condition of 
these soils, says C. H. Anderson, 
Assistant Superintendent, Domin- 
ion Experimental Station, Beaver- 
lodge, Alta. 

Work on the wooded soils of the 
Peace River region has shown the 
value of a summerfallow-wheat- 
sweet clover - wheat rotation. On 
the basis of two years’ results at 
three illustration stations, wheat 
following the plowing of the sweet 
clover stubble yielded five bushels 
per acre more than did wheat fol- 
lowing oats in a comparable four- 


year rotation. This was an in- 
crease of 21 per cent.

In a three-year average the 
first hay crop has amounted to 
1.09 tons per acre and the second 
hay crop 1.76 tons. By observation 
it is apparent that the fibre con- 
tent of the soil at Debolt is stead- 
ily increasing.

New Surgery Knife 
Saves Loss of Blood 


Surgery in which blood lost dur- 
ing an operation is automatically 
and immediately returned to the 
patient’s body has been made pos- 
sible by the invention of a young 
English hospital attendant. He 
has developed a patented new type 
of surgeon's knife which as it 
cuts draws in the flowing blood, 
purifies it and pumps it back into 
the patient’s veins. The inventor 
is 24-year-old W. G. Gregory, op- 
erating room technician at Exeter 
City hospital (West England). 
The knife has a grooved blade and 
a light tube running from. the 
handle. As an incision is made, a 
small electrical pump draws the 
blood from the wound, passes it 
through the purifying system and 
returns it immediately through a 
vein in the arm.

Britain Assists

Alberta Farmers 
Reap Benefits 
From P.F.A. Fund 


Farmers in Alberta have every 
reason to be grateful to the domin- 
ion government for the benefits 
provided through the Prairie 
Farm Assistance Act. Last month 
cheques totalling $5,750,000 were 
mailed out to some 58,969 farmers 
in the prairie provinces and the 
farmers in Alberta had a large 
share of that sum. Those who 
benefitted were, of course, those 
who suffered total or partial crop 
failure in 1948. 


This was only the March instal- 
ment but from this source last 
year the Alberta farmers got 
$2,282,000. The P.F.A., which was 
started in 1939 by the Liberal gov- 


ernment, is essentially an insur- 
ance scheme intended to give 
western agriculturists minimum 
protection against the vagarious 
climate of the prairie. Farmers 


contribute as a premium one per 
cent of the proceeds from 
the sale of their wheat, oats, bar- 
ley and rye, with the government 
paying the balance of the fund.

But the 
amount is quite sufficient for in- 
vestigating the chemical and chem- 
ical engineering problems likely to 
be met in handling plutonium on a 
large scale. 


It is in the form of a greyish 
white powder which can be made 
to break up and give out great 
energy. It forms an active ingred- 
ient of the atom and of the nuclear 
energy which can be used as power 
for driving machines and as fuel. 


This first extraction in Britain 
of plutonium from uranium has 
provided much useful experience. 
This has proved particularly valu- 
able in adding to the knowledge of 
how to separate this element from 
other materials. Important insight 
also has been gained into the best 
means of dispersing radioactivity 
to enable plutonium to be handled 
With safety. 

DOES NOT EXIST IN 
A NATURAL STATE 


The plutonium had been made by 
irradiating uranium for several 
months in a low energy atomic 
pile. When uranium is removed 
from the pile it contains pluton- 
ium, some unused uranium and 
also other products which are 
highly radioactive. The separation 
of plutonium is difficult and com- 
plicated work owing to the many 
different radieactive elements 
which are present. After extrac- 
tion from the atomic pile the uran- 
ium must be stored under great 
precautions for several weeks be- 
fore it is sufficiently free from 
radioactivity to be handled, 

Plutonium is not a product that 
exists in a natural state anywhere 
on earth, It was first produced six 
years ago in the U.S.A. Since then 
scientists in the U.S.A. have con- 
tinued to develop production of it. 
It existed only as a theoretical pos- 
sibility until it was discovered as 
one of the by-products of the 
breakup of uranium within an 
atomic pile. Experts consider that 
it is likely to play a far greater 
part than uranium itself in the 
development of atomic energy for 
military, industrial and scientific 
purposes, 

If it were not possible to make 
plutonium, it is estimated that 
only a very small fraction of the 
world’s entire uranium deposits 
could be used for producing atomic 
energy. Natural uranium consists 
of about 139 parts which are not 
fissile for every one that will re- 
act. Plutonium production means 
that this larger proportion of in-
